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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of tlie general nature of what was discussed: Applicants' 
representative was informed that, in the amended claim set filed on 6/19/07, none of the claims read on the elected 
invention- an insecticidal composition of a homotetramer of an A protein (recited in the claims as an effective amount 
of an A protein), a B protein and a C protein in which the A protein is SEQ ID NO: 34 (from Xenorhabdus), the B 
protein is one definite and specific protein from a set of Photorhabdus B proteins that enhance the insecticidal activity 
of SEQ ID NO: 34, and the C protein is one definite and specific protein from a set of Photorhabdus C proteins that 
enhance the insecticidal activity of SEQ ID NO: 34. In addition to reciting non-elected sequences, the "wherein" 
clauses change the meaning of the claims, because they recite that when 8 is from Xenorhabdus. C is from 
Photorhabdus and visa versa. Applicants' representative was advised that he would receive a notice of incomplete 
response. Applicants' representative will file an amended claim set in response to this notice..
